In response to applicant's amendment all the prior art rejection has been 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1, 10 and 21-28, are canceled claims. 
Claims 2-9, 1 1 - 20 are pending in the application.

19 is now indicated allowable, as they include allowable subject matter of the objected
